West Virginian Was One 
of Last Two Surviving 
Generals of Armies of 
Confederacy. 


Point Pleasant, West Virginia, Jan- 


uary 23.—(#)—Brigadier General 
John McCausland, aged 90, one of the 
last two surviving of the Confederate 
army general officers, died at his home 
at McCausland, near here, duriag his 
sleep last night. 

The veteran of the gray 1-_,ions, 
whose pride was that he had never 
surrendered, even after Appomatox, 
surrendered at last to the encroaching 
weakness of old age, which took — 
of his naturally rugged physique. 
had not been ill. 

Although his name was liaked with 
incidents in several of the important 
conflicts of civil war, his share in 
the defense of Lynchburg and his com- 
mand of the raid which culminated 
in the burning of Chambersburg, Pa., 
probably are the most widely known 
of the activities of the man who was 
called from a professorship to com- 
mand troops of the state to which he 
gave allegiance. 

In his latter years General McCaus- 
land insisted that his military service 
was not given to the Confederate army 
but to the army of Virginia. After 
the «.ar so bit'cr was the feeling over 
the _arning of Chambersburg that 
McCausland left the cowntry and for 
several years wandered about oe 
and Mexico before returning to set- 
tle on the rich river bottom lands 
which he developed into some of the 
finest farms in this region. 

He was born in St. Louis in Sep- 
tember, 1856, a son of a native of 
Cowaty Tyrone, lreland.

Washington, January 23.—The 
American policy toward China is, ac- 
cording to the latest statement by Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg, as follows: 

“To respect the sovereignty and ter- 
ritorial integrity of China, to en- 
courage the development of an effec- 
tive stable government, to maintain the 
‘open door’ or equal opportunity for 
the trade of nationals of all coun- 
tries, to carry out scrupulously the 
obligations and promises made _ to 
China at the Washington conference, 
and to require China to perform the 
obligations of a sovereign state in the 
protection of foreign citizens and their 
property.” 

China’s position has been outlined 
recently by Chinese Minister Alfred 
Sze as follows: 


“So far as the Chinese are con- 
cerned their mind is made up that all 
the unequal treaties must go. The 
handwriting as to this is on the wall. 
So far as the powers are concerned 
they have two courses to take. They 
may do nothing. This attitude may 
be compared to Nero fiddling while 
‘Rome burns. This policy means that 
conditions will become worse © and 
worse until China denounces all the 
unequal treaties. ‘The other course 
is for the powers to take the initia- 
tive and to declare forthwith their 
readiness to end all unequal treaties 
and negotiate new ones on a basis of 
complete equality and reciprocity.”

Seventy-five gallons of liquor, ap- 
proximately 1,000 pounds of sugar, 
quantities of corn meal, rye and other 
products used in thé manufacture of 
liav.r were foun? Twenty-fi-e 
barrels of mash was also found and 
destroyed. 

white man, giving his name as 
G. P. Rice, on whose place the stili 
was found, was arrested and brought 
to the Marietta jail, He was later re- 
leased upon payment of $1,500 bond. 

Two huge copper stills, one of ap- 
proximately 200-gallon capacity and 
the other of 80 gallon capacity were so 
constructed as to make what is known 
as “double-run” liquor. A huge boil- 
er, condenser and complete air com- 
pressing outfit formed part of the 
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most complete ever seen in these parts. 

A practically new  double-room 
garage, cleverly concealed by pine 
trees, which had been recently set 
out about the place, served as a screen 
for operations, and entrance to the 
still was gained through a trap door 
in the garage.

Water was obtained from a 
nearby svring through a series of con- 
cealed pipes and forced into the still 
by means of air compression. Waste 
from the outfit was carricd to a deep 
well by means of pipes and other 
little devices, calculated to assure 
safety, had been provided. 

A large crowd, attracted by the un- 
usual size of the still and the man- 
ner in which it was being operated, 
came to the scene Sunday and assist- 
ed in removing the machinery. An ef- 
fort was made to remove the barrels 
containing the mash, but this was 
deemed impractical and Sheriff Sand- 
ers ordered the structure burned. 

Sheriff Sanders, it is said, received 
first intimation of the still Saturday 
night when he got a “whiff” of it 
while he was patrolling that section. 
He trailed the scent, and the raid 
resulted.

“They have not caught the American 
idea,” said the preacher, “If they un- 
derstood our ideals they would not 
vote to nullify our constitution, as 
they did. If, years ago, New York 
state could march against our southern 


| States and say ‘you’shall not secede,’ 


why should not our southern states 
march to New York and say ‘you shall 
not secede and shall not nullify our 
constitution.’ ?’’ 

Dr. Houghton was delivering the 
fourth of his series of Sunday evening 
sermons on world questions, his sub- 


‘ject being “Is the Native American 


Becoming Extinct?’ The preacher 
said that all great conquests of the 
past have not been political, but racial. 
He declared that the colored races of 
the world sre propagating much 
faster than the white, declaring that, 
while a white population doubles in 
80 years, a yeliow doubles in 60 years, 
and a black iu 40 years. The colored 
increases in the past, he said, have 
been offset by epidemics and famine, 
but today the white man is stopping 
famine and pestilence, which means 
that the next century will see a much 
more rapid increase of the colored 
races than the whites. 

__ Declaring that foreign -blood is rap- 
idly taking the place of the old Anglo- 
Saxon stock in America and that Eu- 
rope, the hope of the white race, is on 
the decline, Dr. Houghton declared 
that the only hope for the Aryan 
people of the earth lies in an awaken- 
ing on the part of America to her 
danger, and a _ return to Christian 
principles and belief on the part of 
the Anglo-Saxon population of this 
countrr, 

“What is the reason,” asked the 
preacher, “that the Italians and Poles 
and Slavs and the others who have 
come to our shores are having children 
while the families who have dwelt here 
for several geserations have ceased to 


one cause. With an increase of pros- 
perity has come an opportunity of 
seeking and finding pleasure. Children 
are handicaps to young couples who 
live for shows and card parties and 
good times. The scripture lesson of 
the prodigal son might well be the 
foundation for what we are saying to- 
night. ‘There is first prosperity and 
then prodigality. Too often the prod- 
igality continues until reverses come. 
Out of poverty the prodigal bey, also 
the prodigal nation, sees its need of 
God and cries out in penitence. Pros- 
perity means ease and self-indulgence, 
and self.jndulgence means the eating 
up of individual and national vitality. 
“We are surrounding ourselves with 
pagan influences in America, and God 
pity our constitution and government 
and religious life unless the! professed 
Christians of this country see the seri- 
ousness of this situation and get to 
their knees, calling upon God for a 
great spiritual awakening.” 
There were about 3,000 persons in 
the congregation which heard Dr. 
Houghton’s sermon Sunday night. The 
Tabernacle Sunday school had an at- 
tendance of 1,736 Sunday morning.

Dynamo of Italy; An Intimate Story

Italy Undergoing Indus- 
trial Revolution Since 
the Duce’s Rise to Pow- 
er; Milan Factories Are 
Busy 24 Hours a Day. 


This is the 17th of an 1S8-article 
series on Mussolini. 


CHAPTER XVII. 
THE NEW ITALY. 

Rome, January 24.—Since Musso- 
lini’s coming to power Italy has ex- 
perienced an_ industrial revolution. 
Henry Ford’s dream of a combina- 
tion of industry with agriculture is 
becoming a reality in Italy. The 
country is covered with a dense net- 
work of electrical transmission lines. 
The cables are not stretched only from 
one great city to another, they pene- 
trate into the most distant and re- 
mote villages. a 

The water is pumped electrically on 
the big farms of Lombardy and in the 
vicinity of Naples. Waste fields, for- 
mer malaria swamps, in the Cam- 
pagne Romana are irrigated by melted 
snows from the Appenines. Silk fac- 
tories in the north are driven elec- 


trically. 
No Slack Times. 
All around the factories in the Mi- 


fields. ‘There are no slack times at 
present, but if they happened to come 
the industrial population can turn to 
the land, whith can absorb always 
more manpower. 

The factories I saw in and around 
Milan were working full blast, seven 
days a week, 24 hours a day, three 
shifts of eight hours each. 


When you think of the sordid, 
squalid and gloomy atmosphere of 
certain industrial regions in England, 
and America also, Italy offers the 
brightest contrast possible. The work- 
ers’ towns are clean, healthy and not 
without a certain beauty. Of course 
the golden Italian sun helps a great 
deal to dispel an oppressive picture. 
There are in addition no heavy, opaque 
clouds of coal smoke, for the simple 
reason that Italy has no coal and is 
slowly learning to do without it. The 
Italians depend on electricity, on 
“‘white’ coal. , 


One of the laudable things connect- 
ed with the new industrial era in 
Italy is that in its building programs, 
both in the cities and in the country, 
the rush and feverish activity is not 
allowed as an excuse to put up slip- 
shod buildings. Even factories and 
power houses, modern apartments and 
publie buildings must be in harmony 
with the architectural surroundings 
or with the general style of the dis- 
trict. Before a building goes up, no 
matter where in Italy, a government 


lan district are gardens and vegetables: 


commission passes on its relative mer- 
its of beauty. 
Beauty Everywhere. 

So I saw electric power houses in 
the Milan neighborhood that had the 
appearance of mediaeval castles, They 
fitted in with remarkable appropri- 
ateness into the exquisite natural sur- 
soundings. When you come to think 
of the defacing, ugly and grimy char- 
acteristics of the coal mine the Ital- 
ians ought to consider themselves 
lucky, without pits and smoke- 
stacks, 

Mussolini said lately in response to 
a visitor’s statement that the Ital- 
ians are so well-dressed that this was 
due to the aesthétic sense. This re- 
gard for beauty is not restricted to 
clothing. It pertains to all spheres 
in life, 

The interiors of the power stations 
are finished artistically into the small- 
est details. 

The floors are inlaid mosaic. the 
walls scratched plaster work, the 
lamps are adorned with wrought iron, 

’ Parties of electrical engineers from 
all over the world are constantly pass- 
ing up and down, studying the latest 
accomplishments in Italian engineer- 
ing. While I was in Milan a party 
of French engineers was spending a 
week looking over the new electric 
power stations in the neighborhood 
and a Norwegian commission was ex- 
pected for the following week. They 
told me they had Czecho-Slovak, 
Dutch and Russian engineers during 
the previous months. 

One of the Frenchmen, the chief en- 
gineer of Lyons, a great French in- 
dustrial city itself, remarked that the 
developments exceeded his most optim- 
istic expectations. He said that after 
studying conditions in Norway and 
Finland, two countries known for their 
electrical development, he was quite 
willing to hand the palm to the Ital- 
lans, especially in view of the im- 
mense difficulties that they have over- 
come, 

For the mountalIn streams are not 
easily tapped sources of power. Each 
central station presents a new dliffi- 
culty and the linking up of these sys- 
tems into one nationwide super-sys- 
tem, something which is within reach 
now, presents the chief problem. 

Fed by the Snow. 


The hydro-electric plants in the 
north of Italy, for instance, are fed 
by the eternal snow reservoirs in the 
Alps, but they don’t give any power 
in winter. In southern Italy the 
mountains give a big flow of water 
in winter and hardly any in summer. 
This is overcome by the Creation of 
immense water reservoirs and the link- 
ing up of the two systems, so as to 
balance the seasonal shortcomings. 

While before the war this tremen- 
dous scheme was often mooted it re- 
mained the dream of industrial vision- 
aries. Mussolini, with his tireless en- 
ergy and undeniable driving popper, 
has made it a reality within five yée@ts. 


The completion of the scheme cannot} 


be looked forward to for many years, 
of course, and probably will never be 


finished. Just like New York city, it 
will always go on expanding. 

The electrical power is proving to 
be a strong aid in the great “Bat- 
tagha del Grano” (the Battle of the 
Grain) that is occupying the authori- 
ties and agricultural population. The 
Italians hope te be independent in 
wheat supply within the next 10 
years. They . have increased their 
wheat production fully 26 per cent 
during the Mussolini regime. 

Farm lands formerly waste are now 
being cultivated. Immense estates be- 
longing to the state have been di- 
vided into freeholds and are changed 
from hunting grounds and exclusive 
aristocratic parks into teeming agri- 
cultural communes. ‘This activity on 
the soil is giving employment to tens 
of thousands of Italians who formerly 
would have emigrated to America, the 
Argentine and Germany. It pays. these 
people for the first time in a long 
time to stay home, 

Emigration Continues. 

This does not mean that Italy is 
not actually faced with a surplus pop- 
ulation, a population which increased 
in five years from 39,000,000 to 42,- 
000,000 by births alone. The flow 
to North Africa, especially French 
Tunisia, is constant and uninterrupt-: 
ed and will increase no doubt as the 
population continues to grow and Italy 
is not able to have more territory un- 
der her control.

But the more 
sensible men believe that the powers 
will recognize Italy’s need and help 
her out with some colonies or man- 
dates. 

At present Italian eyes are fixed on 
Syria and French North Africa. No- 
body in Italy denies this. They point 
to the ever-decreasing birthrate in 
France and to the constant warfare 
in Morocco and Syria. They say it is 
obvious the French have not the power 
to colonize any longer. They may sub- 
due a country, and they may admin- 
ister it, but they cannot, for lack of 
man power, supplant its native cul- 
ture with the superior Latin civili- 
zation, 

The inference is, of course, that 
Italy can. Italy’s ambitions are not 
only directed to lands across the Medi- 
terranean, There is always Nice, over 
the cession of which to France there 
are now such deep regrets in Italy, 
and Corsica, birthplace of Napolean, a 
thoroughly Italian island. French 
possession in these cases rankles in 
the Italian minds, and the duce must 
use all his influence to stave off the 
ardent young fascist-imperialists, who 
would be willing enough to follow 
D’Annunzio’s example at Fiume and 
rush across the border and proclaim 
‘“Italianita” for the French Riviera. 

What the present Italian govern- 
ment has done in the matter of elec- 
trification and jindustrialization to 
Sardinia, in the opinion of French 
Statesmen, makes a painful compari- 
son with French work in Corsica.

+4188 Norelius negotiated the 440 
yard course in five minutes, 51 2-5 
seconds, this single pérformance add- 
ing the heap of fresh honors. She 
broke the time of 5:531-5 for the 400 
meters set by Miss Ederle at Brigh- 
ton Beach, N. Y.. September 4. 1922,

A thoughtful Georgian,” de- 
clares Mr, Williamy, “realizes the 
value of cheap and continuous power 
a3 a factor in bringing new industries 
into our state. As a matter of fact, 
one can trace the increase in indus- 
trial nt in Georgia direct- 
ly with the increase in power avail- 


ability. 
“The basis for successful agricul- 


tural operation the same as in 
ul industrial operation, name- 
ly, sed efficiency in production 
and increased efficiency in distribu- 
tion,” Mr. Williams said, in pointing 
out that while the relation of power 
availability to increase in industry 
well known, “there is still more 
important argument in behalf of pow- 
er consolidation when the agricultural 
situation is considered.” 

One of the greatest factors in 
hastening the acceptance of the di- 
versification program among farmers 
is cheap electrical power available to 
the small communities and eventually 
to the farms, Mr. Williams declares. 

e example of Greensboro in sell- 
ing the municipal plant to the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, is 
a concréte illustration of his point, 
Mr Williams said. When the com- 
pany moved in, the effect on the com- 
munity was most “illuminating,” lend- 
ing a distinct charm to Greensboro 
by reason of its well-lighted and at- 
tractive building, and lightening the 
burdens of thousands of housewives 
through the introduction of labor- 
saving devices, he declared. 

. “More than 100 electric ranges have 
been sold locally, and for the first 
time in our lives we are having the 
delightful experience of having our 
toast and coffee made electrically, 
Mr. Williams said. “It has further 
influenced the social life of our com- 
munity ; our women are learning how 
to prepare new and wholesome dishes ;
